“The Best Governed City in 
the: World,” 


STATEMENTS OF LEWIS NIXON 
CHAIRMAN at THE ANTI-VICE 
COMMITTEE. 


Significant. Address Made at a Ban- 
quet in» Which Conditions in 
Gotham Were Reviewed. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—‘‘Despite adverse 
criticism—due, maybe, to partisan or polit- 
ical reasons—I believe that New York is 
today the best governed city in the world.” 

This statement was made by Lewis Nixon, 
the chairman of the Tammany anti-vice 
committee, in a speech he delivered last 
night at the annual banquet of the Italian 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Nixon had been 
introduced as ‘‘the head of the committee 
of purifiers,” by Coroner Antonjo Zucca, 
president of the chamber. He continued: 

‘Yes, the best governed city in the world. 
Geven thousand policemen cannot keep 3,000,- 
000 men virtuous. I believe that such men 


as betray their trust should be punished, 


but no administration should be blamed for 
conditions that have existed under differ- 
ent administrations and phases of our city’s 
rule. 

“Within the last three months—I refer to 
this because your chairman has alluded to 
it—I have been intrusted with a task very 
distasteful to me. Last summer I was in 
Europe and visited many great cities over 
there. I believe New York is the best city 
of its size in the world—and much better 
than many small ones.

CHINA WAR SAID 
T0 BE MAN HUNT 


Terrible Accusations Against 
Allied Army. 


SEVERE ON THE GERMANS 


BRITISH CORRESPONDENT SAYS 
KILLED INNOCENT PERSONS. 


Claims That Hundreds of Natives Were 
Put to Death, and Others Tortured 
Into Making Con- 
fessions. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—George Lynch, an | 


English war correspondent, who saw sery- 
ice in Cuba and South Africa and was then 
commissioned by two London papers to ac- 
company the allied forces om the march to 
Pekin, writes a long description of the ter- 
rible atrocities by the allies with which the 
campaign was accompanied. Mr. Lynch 
personally vouches for the accuracy of the 
facts he relates. He says: 

“But it is to the Germans that we must 
award the laurels of outrage in this cam- 
paign. They arrived late for the hunt—the 
man hunt—or man, woman and children 
hunt. There was something particularly 
cold-blooded about their proceedings. They 
arrived when the country ought to have 
been settling down, to avenge the murder 
of their minister and to carry out the man- 
date gf their Kaiser. 

“After the marching into Pekin, leaving 
their path stained with the blood of hun- 
dreds of innocent people, who had just ven- 
tured to return to their homes, the Ger- 
mans established a military reign of terror 
in fneir section of the city. Every day there 
were executions. One day 68 were shot. 
They did not hesitate to resort to Oriental 
methéds for the purpose of extracting evi- 
dence from their witnesses. The treatment 
of their prisoners, as I can personally testi- 
fy from what | saw, was most brutal.”’ 

Mr. Lynch takes the missionaries to task 
for their looting. Further on he says: 

“The policy of the United States through- 
out this whole Chinese business has, to my 
mind, been altogether admirable. I recollect 
talking with Gen. Chaffee the day after the 
relief. He said to me: 

“'We had to come right up to relieve 
these people in the legations and now the 
sooner we Can get out and go back home 
the better pleased I shal! be.’ 

“This appears to me the right policy. not 
alone for the United States but for all the 
rest of the powers.” 

Mr, Lynch thinks that the Chinese spirit 
of rebellion is still very active and will be 
revived in the spring.

Able Counsel Has Been Engaged to 
Clear His Good Name. 

NEW YORK, Feb, 18.—Dean Eugene A. 

Hoffman of the general theological sem- 

inary, Who has given instructions that the 


best lawyers and physicians are to be pro- 
cured for Dr. Keller and the bills sent to 
him, said today that he understood Richard 
V. Lundaburg was to be employed as Dr. 
Keller's counsel. 

Dr. Hoffman said that he was convinced 
of Mr. Keller’s innocence of the charges 
brought against him.

NEED A LEGATION SITE. 


Commissioner Rockhill Wants $100,- 
OOO to Buy One in Pekin. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—While the indis- 
criminate seizure of property in China by 
foreign nations continues, there is some in- 
teresting information in a letter Senator 
Lodge has received from W. Woodville 
Rockhill, who was sent to Pekin to assist 
Minister Conger He says: 

“Conger has written to the department 
and I have written to the secretary suggest- 
ing the urgent need of securing at present a 
good site for our legation here. All the other 
powers have already pre-empted large 
tracts in the Tartar city here on which they 
expect to build. If we do not do something 
at once we will find ourselves shut off per- 
manently from getting what we should—a 
respectable legation worthy of us and com- 
mensurate with our interests out here, if 
Congress would appropriate $100,000 we 
could secure all the necessary land and 
build all the needed buildings for the lega- 
tion and for the guard, which must remain 
here, probably for years to come. A year 
from now it will be too late. It is, without 
any exaggeration, now or never.”’

_has the whole world to witness and applaud. When people get 
this undeniable fact in their hearts we shall have less boast- 
ing and more earnest and enduring work. 
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Senator Teller charges the war cepartment with conceal- 
ing the truth about the number of our sick in the Philippines.

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ferson City—Legislative and 
Personal Gossip. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 18.—The 
most striking feature of the visit of the 
legislators to Columbia was the speech of 
Gen. John B. Gordon of Georgia, a vet- 
eral of the Civil war and one of the few 
living leadere of the lost cause. 

Gen. Gordon discussed ‘“‘The Last Days of 
the Confederacy” and developed some new 
views relative to the causes that led to and 
perpetuated America's great civic strife 

Three thousand persons, with half as 
many unable to gain admittance, assem- 
bled at the Sjate University Hall, wherein 
the address was delivered. In the audi- 
ence were conspicuuous men who wore the 
blue and the gray. 

Gen. Gordon is past 70 years of age, but 
his mind is as strong and active as the 
average man of b0. ‘ 

His oratory is forcible and his preseta- 
tion of the war issues abounded in bril- 
llant wit and touching pathos. 

He held that the Civil war was not due 
so much te slavery as to the reckless agi- 
tation of irrespons:ble persons, whose brav- 
ery was never demonstrated. 

‘Slavery,’ added the general, ‘“‘was but a 
trifling incident in that memorable crisis. | 
It was not the one for which our fellow 
men shed their life blood. 

“Rather did they lay down their lives 
with the determination to perpetuate the 
union. The soldiers of the North and of 
the South were moved by noble, patriotic 
impulses. 3 

“No agitator ever went to the front. He 
was more valiant in Congress than in 
camp. He preferred to sacrifice the lives 
of his countrymen, his relatives and his 
friends."’ 

The general told an amusing story of a 
short stay ex-President Grover Cleveland 
made at his house while enjoying national 
honors. 

“We had a servant,’ said the general, 
‘‘whom we called Aunt Mary. She was more 
than devoted to us, having been with the 
family as far back as I can remember. 

“Well, Aunt Mary had passed through 
the Civil war and had a great admiration 
for soldiers. 

“When President Cleveland came to visit 
me I decided to introduce him to Aunt Mary 
and let him have a talk with a typical 
southern darkey. 

“T called our man servant John and told 
him to bring in Aunt Mary. 

“He started away but returned in a few 
minutes with a rather disgruntled expres- 
sion on his face. 

“‘*‘Why, John,’ I asked, ‘what's 
trouble?’ 

‘aunt Mary won't come,’ he said. In 
explanation of her refusa] he remarked: 
‘She just told me she didn’t want to see Mr. 
Cleveland. She said she’d been associating 
with bigger folks than him all her life.’ 

“Aunt Mary,” continued the general, ‘‘re- 
ferred to the war generals, of whom she had 
seen a number, and such a personage as a 
Fresident or a United States senator was 
nobody to her notion alongside of the gal- 
| lant war heroes.”’ 

Gen. Gordon related several personal ex- 
periences that nearly cost him his life and 
the stories brought tears to the eyes of his 
auditors. 

Gen. Gordon paid a sterling tribute to the 
generals of the North and the South, and 
classed Stonewall Jackson as the noblest 
Roman of them all. 

“The meteor of Jackson, 
man of the war days, will never go out.

REVISION INFORMATION. 


DR. NICCOLLS HOME TUESDAY 


Local Church Thinks Revision Commit- 
tee’s Announcement of Progress 
of Its Work Has Been Meager. 


Rev. Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls, pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, will return on 
Tuesday morning from Washington, where 
he attended the meeting of the nationa) 
creed revision commission of the church. 
His arrival will be the signal for the re- 
opening in the St. Louis presbytery of the 
discussion of the proposed changes in the 
doctrines of Presbyterianism. 

At the first meeting of Presbyterian min- 
isters after his return, Dr. Niccolls will 


have the floor, and the clergymen who con- 
sider that the reports given out by the 
Washington meeting were meager will ex- 
pect full Mformation of the commission's 
work from its only St. Louis member. How 
much Dr. Niccolis will be at liberty to tell 
his brother ministers is uncertain. 

In the choice Py the St. Louls Presbyte- 
rian churches of lay delegates to the meet- 
ing of the St. Louis Presbytery, April 16, the 
creed revision question promises to be the 
dominant issue. At its meeting last fal) 
the presbytetry adopted a resolution declar- 
ing the proposed revision to be inopportune, 
and gadvising the church to turn its attention 
to other issues. 

In spite of the resolution of the St. Louis 
Presbyterians and those of similar import 
adopted elsewhere, the creed revision ques- 
tion will be the leading topic of discussion 
in the general assembly at Philadelphia 
next summer, and the choice of the four St. 
Louis delegates will hinge on the attitude 
which the presbytetry shall assume at its 
spring meeting. 


How Commission 
Was Appointed. 

The commission of fifteen for considering 
creed revision was appointed by Rev. Dr. 
Samuel Dickey, moderator of the General 
Assembly, at its meeting in this city last 


May. It is composed of men of national 
rominece in the church, and former Presi- 
ent Benjamin Harrison is one of the lay 

members. 

Dispatches from Washington indicate 
that the committee has failed to agree on 
@& unanimous report, three members object- 
ing. The majority report will recommend 
the addition of a supplement to the con- 
fession of faith, covering three points, as 
follows: 

A statement of the love of God for all 
mankind; a statement concerning the influ- 
ence of the holy spirit, and a declaration of 
the oy 4 of the church in foreign missions. 

The division in the commission, it is said, 
arose over the proposal to abolish from the 
creed the doctrine of ‘‘preterition.”’ This 
doctrine relates to the fate of ‘‘non-elect”’ 
infants, and is held by its opponents to 
place limits upon the doctrine of the atone- 
ment. The majority of the commission, it 
is said, also wished to drop from the creed 
the declaration that the Pope is anti-Christ. 
These changes have been opposed by three 
members of the commission, two of whom 
are understood to have been Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Kibbon of Cincinnati and Judge Humphreys 
of Louisville. 

“The creed cannot be finally revised by 
the next assembly,’’ said Rev. Dr. S.C. Pal- 
mer of the ayette Park Church to the 
Post-Dispatch, ‘“‘but the revision plan may 
be killed then by the rejection of the report 
of the committee of fifteen. If, on the other 
hand, the committee's report shall be ap- 
proved, it will have to be sent to all the 

resbyteries for action at théir fall meet- 
ngs, and the revision cannot possibly be 

accomplished before the assembly of 1902.’’ 


ALEXANDER’S THRONE TOTTERS 


His Failure to Bury Ex-King Milan 
Causes an Uprising in Servia. 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Correspondents at 
Kreuschdol, describing the funeral of King 
Milan there Saturday, comment upon the 
strange proceeding of King Alexander in 
leaving it entirely to Emperor Francis Jos- 
eph to defray the expense of the remains 
of his father, and say: 

‘The situation in Servia is understood to 
be strained. The cabinet has resigned and 
King Alexander feared to leave the country 
at such a critical moment.”’

DEATH OF ONE OF NATURE'S 
MOST CURIOUS FREAKS. 


KNEW NO PAIN OR PLEASURE 


Since‘Birth Ellen Leek Has Been Help- 
Deas andyen All but Inanimate 
Object. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Although a woman 
of 6, Miss Ellen Leek, really a baby of a 
few months, is dead in Babylon, L. I. To 
physicians she was one of the most remark- 
able freaks in medical history. She never 
heard a sound, never spoke a word, never 
walked a step, and, the doctors say, never 
experienced a single sensation of pain or 
pleasure’ in her long life. 

Physically she was animate. Mentally 
she was dead. Her nearest approach to 
human intelligence was when a child of 9 
years. Then she crawled much like any in- 


fant of 10 months. This was her only meth- 
od of locomotion for many years, or until 
she became too feeble to move. She has 
been dying of age for the last two years. 

Although dwarfed by inactivity, if from 
nothi else, her heart and other organs 
of thé trunk were normal, but there was 
life enough only to sustain a negative ac- 
tivity. Evea when she crawled she moved 
at a snail’s pace literally. 

Her face was a nightmare. Physically 
perfect as to features, the lack of the slight- 
est suggestion of intelligence produced a 
horrifying sensation on a spectator. 

All her long life she has been cared for 
most tenderly by relatives who had learned 
to cherish the helpless thing in female form. 
She outlived many who passed in her family 
a happy or a sad existence.

REMOVED SHELL FROM LUNGS 


Little Johnnie Hogg Relieved of Ef- 
fects of Blow Gun Experiment 


by Surgical Operation. 

St. Louis doctors, guided by an X-ray 
photograph, cut a cartridge shell from the 
lungs of 7-year-old John Hogg. Johnnie is 
now at St. Mary'svHospital and in a few 
days will be able to return to his home at 
Latham, Mo. 

Johnnie made a blow gun of a piece of 
elder wood. He loaded in it a 32-caliber 
cartridge shell. He forgot to blow, and in- 
stead took a long breath, with the result 
that the shell was lodged in his lungs the 
next instant. 

The local doctors could not extract it, 
and they said it would probably result in 
his death if it were allowed to remain in 
his lungs. It was decided to bring him to 
St. Louis for an operation. 

Dr. McCandless of 2327 Lafayette avenue 
caused an X-ray photograph to be made 
of the boy, and the picture indicated the 
location of the shell. 

In the operation Dr. McCandless was as- 
sisted by Dr. F. J. Lutz and Dr. C. O. C. 
Max. An incision was made in the patient's 
throat and a blunt pair of forceps was 
passed down the bronchus. The shell was 
found just where the photograph indicated 
it was.
